$1M of pot seized

Police seized up to 300 
pounds of dried marijuana 
worth more than $1 
million at a makeshift pro¬ 
cessing plant in Eastern 
Passage Thursday. 

Five people were arrest¬ 
ed during the afternoon 
sting in the 1300 block of 


Main Road. 

“What was unique about 
this is it was a processing 
area. It was in a garage be¬ 
hind a residence under 
construction,” said RCMP 
Cpl. Joe Taplin. “When 
they went in at 2:30 there 
was actually five people — 
four males and a female — 
actually doing the process¬ 
ing: Cutting the marijuana 
and bagging it, getting it 


ready to be shipped out.” 

At a typical price of $10 
per gram of pot, the 
amount seized has a street 
value of more than $1 mil¬ 
lion. 

Police also seized a large 
amount of cash, drug para¬ 
phernalia and ammunition 
on the premises, but no 
firearms. Officers found 54 
rounds of 9-mm ammo and 
392 rounds of .38 special. 


The males, aged 43, 43, 
37 and 33, and the 36-year- 
old woman will appear at 
Dartmouth provincial 
court Friday morning to 
face various drug-related 
charges. 

After the suspects were 
taken away, police 
crammed garbage bags 
and plastic storage con¬ 
tainers full of marijuana 
into vans.

Relatives of a Lower 
Sackville woman found 
slain earlier this week 
sobbed openly as the man 
accused of her murder was 
brought before a judge on 
Thursday. 

Rose Marie Brown’s son, 
aunt and brother were 
among the people who 
showed up at Dartmouth 
provincial court to watch 
as Kevin Glen Downing, 
46, appeared to face one 
count of second-degree 
murder in connection with 
Brown’s death. 

Downing, a carpenter by 
trade with no criminal 
record, sat quietly and 
without expression as 
Judge Alanna Murphy or¬ 
dered that he be remanded 
in custody until his next 
court appearance on Nov. 
26. 

At one point, he turned 
his head and looked to¬ 
ward the spectators, 
prompting jeers from 
members of the victim’s 
family. 

“Don’t you f***ing look 
over here,” said Brown’s 
brother, John Edwards. He 
was promptly escorted 
from the courtroom. 

“I don’t understand how 
he could sit there and hold 
his head up,” said Edwards 
as he stood outside in the 
hallway. “It’s unreal ... I 
feel bad for his family as 
well, because they’re going 
to be at a loss too.” 

Brown’s body was dis¬ 
covered inside an apart¬ 


ment at 533 Beaver Bank 
Rd. on Tuesday morning. 
Police have not said how 
she died. Edwards said he 
works for a developer in 
Sackville and actually 
drove by the scene four 
times that morning. 

“I saw a forensic unit 
there and said, ‘My God, 
someone must have died 
in there,’ not knowing that 


it was my sister in there.” 

Lydia Cain, Brown’s aunt 
by marriage and the legal 
guardian of her son, David, 
said she had met Downing 
on several occasions and 
that he seemed like “a nor¬ 
mal person.” 

A date for a preliminary 
inquiry will be set at 
Downing’s next court ap¬ 
pearance. 


Medical official trusts healthy 
individuals to wait for vaccine 


Flu Outbreak 


HiNi Nova Scotia’s chief 
medical officer says he’s 
not worried that the 
province’s supply of HINI 
vaccine is ending up in the 
wrong arms. 

Dr. Robert Strang said 
yesterday that while 
health officials are not ask¬ 
ing for any proof that peo¬ 
ple are dealing with a 
chronic illness before giv¬ 
ing them the shot, he 
trusts that healthy people 
will do the right thing and 
wait their turn. 

“We fully expect that the 
vast majority of people are 
going to understand who is 
in the priority groups and 
respect that,” said Strang. 
“Will some people say 
they’re in a risk group and 
not be in a risk group? 
Yeah, but I don’t believe 
it’s going to be a huge 
amount.” 

Strang also responded to 
reports that several clinics 
across the province were 
offering the vaccine to any¬ 
one who wanted it, saying 
he wasn’t aware of any 
clinics that had made that 
decision, and that it would 
be contrary to the Health 
Department’s current or¬ 
ders. 

The latest numbers re¬ 
leased by the Department 
of Health on Thursday in¬ 
dicate that the H1N1 virus 
is continuing to spread 
throughout the province, 
with every district health 
authority except Cape Bre¬ 
ton now reporting wide¬ 
spread infection. 

A total of 37 people were 
hospitalized in Nova Scotia 
with the virus last week, 
and nine of them were ad¬ 
mitted to intensive care

of people 
hospitalized 
with the 
H1N1 virus in Nova Scotia 
last week, according to 
the province’s chief medical 
officer. One of those 
patients died last Friday. 

units, said Strang. One of 
those patients, a woman in 
her 50s from the Antigo- 
nish area, died last Friday. 

According to Strang, an 
additional 70,000 doses of 
vaccine arrived in the 
province on Tuesday, and 
some doctors’ offices will 
also be receiving the vac¬ 
cine starting this week. 

“But people shouldn’t 
expect that every doctor is 
going to have vaccine in 
their office,” he warned. 
“We’ll need a much larger 
supply of vaccine before 
we can get it distributed 
throughout the physician 
community.”

Cape Breton mayor faces legal ethics complaint 

Allegation made after CBC interview that civic leader, a lawyer, breached professional conduct 


Mayor John Morgan of the 
Cape Breton Regional 
Municipality will appear 
before a Nova Scotia 
Barristers* Society hearing 
on Nov. 20 to face an 
allegation of professional 
misconduct. 

The mayor, who is a 
lawyer, said Thursday the 
charge is based on a com¬ 
plaint to the society and 
arises from remarks he 


made in a CBC radio inter¬ 
view about a court ruling 
on the constitutional le¬ 
gal action that has been 
launched by the munici¬ 
pality. 

Darrell Pink, executive 
director of the barristers’ 
society, said he would not 
provide any details about 
the substance of the alle¬ 
gation but he noted that 
the hearing is open to the 


public. The society says in 
a notice on its website 
that its hearing commit¬ 
tee will deal with allega¬ 
tions Morgan breached 
provisions of a legal 
ethics and professional 
conduct handbook for 
lawyers. 

The society says, specifi¬ 
cally, it is alleged the may¬ 
or failed in his duty to en¬ 
courage public respect for 


justice and to uphold and 
try to improve the admin¬ 
istration of justice. 

The municipality has 
been fighting for more 
equalization money, argu¬ 
ing the province is short¬ 
changing it by millions of 
dollars each year by not 
fulfilling its obligations 
under the Constitution. 
But Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court Justice John D. Mur¬ 


phy handed them a set¬ 
back in April 2008 when 
he ruled their argument 
did not present a justifi¬ 
able constitutional issue. 

Morgan said Thursday 
that, in his remarks dur¬ 
ing the CBC interview, he 
was saying the municipal¬ 
ity should appeal all the 
way to the Supreme Court 
of Canada and that it has 
to get outside of the court 


system in Nova Scotia. 

The mayor said the ini¬ 
tial complaint to the bar¬ 
risters’ society apparently 
involved his remarks that 
the Nova Scotia courts 
aren’t “tree shakers.”

Military takes action 
on suicidal soldiers 


Rapid-reaction team of mental health pros in works 


The military is creating a 
rapid reaction force of 
mental health workers to 
investigate suicidal 
soldiers and better treat 
psychological problems in 
its ranks. 

This, plus an overhaul of 
the way the Canadian 
Forces keeps track of re¬ 
tired or reserve force sol¬ 
diers who kill themselves, 
forms the backbone of a 
new strategy for combat¬ 
ting suicides that was pre¬ 
sented this week to Gen. 
Walter Natynczylc, the 
chief of defence staff. 

It is the defence depart¬ 
ment’s attempt to bring 
mental health problems in 
the force to the forefront 
and remove the stigma of-

ten attached to soldiers 
who seek help for psycho¬ 
logical problems related to 
the traumas of war or be¬ 
cause of underlying men¬ 
tal health issues. 

It’s also a way to more 
quickly address some of 
the gaps in the way the 
military deals with mem¬ 
bers at risk of taking their 
own lives. 


Just last month, the 
mother of Pte. Frederic 
Couture, who lost his foot 
in December 2006 to a 
roadside bomb, said she 
was dumbstruck to find 
out that her son had tried 
to kill himself on the bat¬ 
tlefield, minutes after suf¬ 
fering his injury, before 
successfully taking his life 
on Nov, 14, 2007. 

Linda Lagimoniere said 
she only learned from an 
official investigation com¬ 
pleted long after his death 
that there were early signs 
he may have been suicidal. 

“When you finally find 
out what happened, you 
go, ‘My God, why did they 
never tell me?,”’ she said.

And there are an alarm¬ 
ing number of Canadians 
developing Type 2 dia¬ 
betes, the most common 
variation. 

By next year, about three 
million Canadians will 
have diabetes, draining

“Diabetes is the third 
most frequently diagnosed 
disease by physicians in 
Canada,” said Dr. Stewart 
Harris, lead investigator 
for the National Diabetes 
Management Strategy.

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'Forgotten’ moment of civil rights

amn. Missed it. 
Again. I’m not the 
only one. Which is 
unfortunate. For 
everyone. 

Last Sunday marked the 
anniversary of an event that 
symbolizes — or should — 
the beginning of the mod¬ 



em civil rights movement 
in Canada. 

On Nov. 8, 1946, a 32- 
year-old black beautician 
named Viola Desmond was 
driving from Halifax to Syd¬ 
ney when her car broke 
down. After a mechanic in 
New Glasgow said he 
wouldn’t be able to fix it un¬ 
til the next day, Desmond 
decided to put in time 
catching a movie at the 
nearby Roseland Theatre. 

The theatre was segregat¬ 
ed. Blacks could only sit in 
the balcony. Desmond found 
a better seat in the whites- 
only section and sat down. 


When she refused to leave, 
the manager called the po¬ 
lice. They physically re¬ 
moved her from the theatre 
and trucked her off to jail. 

She was charged, not 
with violating the un-post- 
ed, but nonetheless strictly 
enforced, code of segrega¬ 
tion, but with defrauding 
the federal government. 
Since downstairs ticket 
prices were higher than in 
the balcony, she’d paid one 
cent less tax than required. 

Desmond was convicted 
and fined $20. 

Desmond’s story galva¬ 
nized the newly formed No¬ 


va Scotia Association for the 
Advancement of Coloured 
People, which raised funds 
to appeal her conviction. Al¬ 
though the appeal itself was 
unsuccessful, the white Hal¬ 
ifax lawyer who’d taken on 
the case — Frederick Bissett 
— donated his fees back to 
the organization so it could 
continue the fight against 
state-sanctioned segrega¬ 
tion. 

Ironically, Desmond’s 
brave contribution to the 
beginning of the civil rights 
movement — Rosa Parks’ 
far more famous refusal to 
get off a bus in Mont- 


gomeiy, Ala., wouldn’t hap¬ 
pen for another nine years 
— is barely even acknowl¬ 
edged in her home 
province. 

Nova Scotia’s Human 
Rights Commission web 
page, for example, features 
a link to the story of Anne 
Frank’s diary but nothing 
about Desmond. A search 
for her name on the Black 
Cultural Centre website 
draws a blank — even on 
pages devoted to “Our He 
roes.” The province’s De¬ 
partment of Education only 
finally approved last spring 
a black history textbook in 


which Desmond is at least 
mentioned. 

Compare that with Toron¬ 
to’s Ryerson University. Last 
year, it made “Viola 
Desmond Day” the “high¬ 
light” of its Black History 
Month events. 

It’s long past time we in 
Nova Scotia officially recog¬ 
nized Viola Desmond’s im¬ 
portant contribution to our 
history. So that we don’t for¬ 
get. To remember. Next 
year.

It’s impossible to look at 
Michael Bisping and not 
picture Dan Henderson's 
right fist turning his smug 
mug into a cubist painting 
— the eyes rolling back, 
the nose flattening, the 
jaw shifting violently side¬ 
ways as the lights go out. 

It was one of the most 
brutal knockouts in UFC 
history, compounded by 
Henderson’s flying fore¬ 
arm across his uncon¬ 
scious opponent’s chin “to 
shut him up,” and it 
would have left an ordi¬ 
nary person eating 
through a straw for weeks. 

So the biggest question 
that Saturday’s UFC 105 
will answer isn’t whether 
hall of famer Randy Cou¬ 
ture can still fight at age 
46, or whether Mike 
Swiclc will earn his title 
shot against Georges St. 
Pierre, but how will this 
once-cocky British fighter 
respond when he steps 
back into the octagon for 
the first time since being 
literally turned into a 
punchline four months 
ago? 

Bisping will face Denis 
Kang, a 32-year-old Van¬ 
couver native who now 
calls Montreal home, in a 
crucial middleweight bout 
for both fighters. 

Bisping, who has a huge 
fan base thanks to his two 


appearances on The Ulti¬ 
mate Fighter reality se¬ 
ries, first as a fighter and 
then a coach, was on track 
for a title shot until he 
stepped in front of the 
Henderson express. So he 
needs a win both to dispel 
any lingering doubts 
about his abilities and to 
stay in the hunt for cham¬ 


pion Anderson Silva. 

Likewise, Kang, a for¬ 
mer PRIDE FC star with 44 
fights under his belt, was 
unremarkable in his first 
two UFC bouts and needs 
to prove he’s a legitimate 
threat in the weight divi¬ 
sion. 

He’s got incredible strik¬ 
ing skills and a black belt 


in jiu-jitsu but he’s yet to 
perform the way he did 
against Alcihiro Gono or 
Murilo (Ninja) Rua (broth¬ 
er of Mauricio (Shogun) 
Rua). But unlike Bisping, 
he doesn’t have a high¬ 
light reel knockout loss on 
permanent replay in his 
head and that could be the 
deciding factor.

When child star and avid 
Twilight fan Dakota 
Fanning signed on to play 
on of the dreaded Volturi 
in New Moon, the second 
film in the blockbuster 
vampire franchise, she 
knew what she was look¬ 
ing forward to most: 
Wearing those creepy red 
contact lenses. 

“I was really excited 
about that,” the 15-year-old 
says. “It makes anyone look 
automatically kind of evil.” 

For newcomers, the 
colour of the eyes of Twi¬ 
light vampires denote what 
kind of blood they feed on 
— golden for animal blood, 
red for human. Scaiy as 
they are, though, they 
couldn’t be terribly com¬ 
fortable, right? 

“You get used to it after 
awhile,” Fanning says.

Justin Long is no stranger 
to being animated — he 
voices Alvin in the Alvin 
and the Chipmunks 
movies, after all — but 
playing a little green man 
in Planet 51 was still a new 
experience for him.

“We did the movie over 
the course of several years, 
during which time I went 
through puberty, apparent¬ 
ly,” Long says with a laugh. 
“My voice coach said that 
my voice over the last cou¬ 
ple of years has gotten deep¬ 
er. I don’t know what hap¬ 
pened. But I was playing a 


teenager, so I pitched up.” 

With 11 film credits in 
2009 alone, Long has been 
busy — and that doesn’t 
count those Mac ads or his 
occasional pop-ins at Satur¬ 
day Night Live. 

He’s been seen in a num¬ 
ber of comedies, including 
He’s Just Not That Into You 
and Funny People, but what 
really got the young actor 
some attention this year 
was his work in Sam Rai¬ 
mi’s Drag Me to Hell. But 
Long’s just happy he didn’t 
stink up the screen. 

“My biggest fear 
was just being 
caught in a dis¬ 
honest mo¬ 
ment. There’s 
nothing worse 
than bad hor¬ 
ror acting,” he 
says. 

“I have such a 
respect for actors 
who are able to give such 
convincing horror movie 
performances. It really is 
exhausting, because it’s 
your whole body.

review Love And Savagery 
is a small and simple movie 
that won’t overload your 
senses with spectacle, but 
will crawl under your skin 
and quietly move you if 
you let it in. 

Based on a book of poet¬ 
ry by screenwriter Des 
Walsh, the film has a plot 
but is more about emo¬ 
tions, characters and place. 
It is a tale of unrequited 
love as well as a love letter 
to Ireland that captures its 
location with a sense of au¬ 
thenticity reminiscent of 
the likes of Local Hero. 

The story can be a little 
lightweight and pre¬

Walsh who previously col¬ 
laborated on the award¬ 
winning TV series The Boys 
Of St. Vincent and Random 
Passage. Like those proj¬ 
ects, the film boasts a 
strong sense of place and 
stinging emotional power.

The tale of writer/director 
Troy Duffy is one fraught 
with high drama and caus¬ 
tic rumour. 

Duffy is the force be¬ 
hind The Boondock 
Saints, the cult 1999 ac¬ 
tion epic that has 
achieved near mythical 
status amongst its legion 
of fanatics. 

But the story behind the 
making of that film was 
even more intense than 
any of its ample on screen 
gun battles. 

Duffy was a struggling 
Boston screenwriter tend¬ 
ing bar before Miramax 
honcho Harvey Weinstein 
rolled out the red carpet 
and gave him the keys to 
his kingdom. Then, after 
much heartache, Wein¬ 
stein unceremoniously 
dumped Duffy’s mini¬ 
masterpiece onto DVD, 
where it became a sur¬ 
prise hit. 

The entire ordeal was 
documented — painfully 


— in the searing 2003 film 
by Tony Montana and 
Mark Brian Smith called 
Overnight in which Duffy 
is painted as a raging, un¬ 
couth and abusive mon¬ 
ster. 


It’s a portrait that the 
filmmaker has yet to 
make peace with. 

“That was a real kick in 
the head out of nowhere,” 
says Duffy of the notori¬ 
ous picture. 


“These two guys were 
my friends and I let them 
shoot for three of the 
most tumultuous years of 
my life and they edited to¬ 
gether the worst of it. It’s 
all bulls— of course. 


Everyone involved in mak¬ 
ing Boondock had a great 
time making it.” 

There must be some 
truth to his words. Duffy 
was in Toronto recently 
promoting the long await¬ 


ed sequel to his calling 
card opus, The Boondock 
Saints 2: All Saints Day. 
Opening this week, the 
film sees all principal 
leads from the first movie 
happily return. 

Sean Patrick Flannery 
and Norman Reedus once 
again apprear as the pi¬ 
ous, pistol packing, vigi¬ 
lante Irish-American 
brothers intent on right¬ 
ing wrongs and cleaning 
up their streets. Cast addi¬ 
tions include Julie Benz 
(TV’S Dexter) and, most 
triumphantly for Duffy, 
Easy Rider himself, Peter 
Fonda as a lethal Mafia 
Don. 

“We went after Peter,” 
admits the director. “We 
almost felt like we were 
anointed having him in 
the film, like we were the 
next Hollywood rebels, 
getting the torch passed 
down. I think he liked be¬ 
ing cast against type and 
that’s how I work with ac¬ 
tors, defying expectations.

Sequels take a bad rap, 
but every now and again a 
good one comes along that 
not only equals, but im¬ 
proves on the original. 

Toy Story II was originally 
a direct-to-DVD release but 
played so well at test screen¬ 
ings Pixar overhauled the 
film for a theatrical run. 
Woody, Buzz and crew be¬ 
came the third highest 
grossing film of 1999, mak¬ 
ing more money than any 
other animated film (in¬ 
cluding the original) to that 
date. 

Also scoring big box office 
was Harry Potter and the 
Prisoner of Azlcaban. Much 
darker than the first two 
this one saw the franchise 


mature without losing the 
appeal of the original films. 
Rolling Stone said it was the 
“most thrilling of the three 
Harry Potter movies to 
date” and it set an opening 
weekend box office record 
in the UK.

Complaining about 
excess in a Roland 
Emmerich movie seems a 
bit silly, but if there's one 
major problem with 
2012, his latest end-of- 
the-world bonanza, it's 
that it doesn't know 
when to say when. 

There doesn’t seem to 
be a landmark the direc¬ 
tor could say no to demol¬ 
ishing, be it Vatican City 
or the Christ the Re¬ 
deemer statue in Rio de 
Janeiro. Even the White 
House, which Emmerich 
famously exploded in 
1996’s Independence Day 
gets wiped out again, this 
time by having an aircraft 
carrier smashed into it. 

But it’s not just destruc¬ 
tion that’s in excess. Nar¬ 
ratively, 2012 is beyond 
bloated, with far too many 
characters and plot 
threads and far too much 
set up before getting to 
what people are really 
there to see. 

There are many obvious 
sections that could’ve 
been excised to bring the 
running time down from 
its whopping two hours 
and 40 minutes. 

Valuable screen time is 
wasted on a pair of aging 
cruise-ship crooners 
(George Segal and Blu 
Manlcuma) who only seem 
to be in the movie to add 
emotional depth to a main 
character who has plenty 


already (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
and as an excuse to show a 
cruise ship toppled by a 
tsunami. To be sure, Em¬ 
merich does one thing 
amazingly well, and that’s 
destroy things in the most 
elaborate ways possible. 

And in that respect, 
2012 is definitely an 
achievement. The extend¬ 
ed sequence of John Cu¬ 
sack’s escape from a crum¬ 
bling Los Angeles — first 
by speeding limousine, 
then by twin-engine plane 
— is absolutely mind- 
blowing, an actual thrill 
ride. 

Emmerich peppers the 
movie with other gems of 
our heroes literally out¬ 
running destruction, in¬ 
cluding great set pieces in 
Las Vegas and Yellowstone 
National Park. 

Unfortunately, there’s a 
whole lot of movie to 
wade through to get to 
those moments. After a 
brisk opening covering 
the time between Ejiofor’s 
scientist’s discovery of the 
coming cataclysm in 2009 


and its early arrival in 
2012, the film slows down 
considerably with the in¬ 
troduction of Cusack’s 
down-on-his-luck writer 


and his 


glum ex-wife (Amanda 
Peet). 

As the dialogue between 
science folks and world 
leaders gets more and 
more cryptic, the audi¬ 
ence is left wait¬ 
ing and wait¬ 
ing for stuff 
to start 
falling 
apart.

review When The Boat 
That Rocked originally hit 
British theatres last 
spring, both reviews and 
reception were about as 
cool as the North Sea. So 
director Richard Curtis 
cut 20 minutes from the 
flick, re-named it Pirate 
Radio and is now hoping 
North American audi¬ 
ences take the bait like 
hungry sharks. 

Known best for penning 
such romantic comedies 
as Notting Hill and Love 
Actually (which he also di¬ 
rected), Curtis here turns 
to the very loosely-based 
true story about a ship 
stocked with DJs who 
spin outlawed rock ’n’ 
roll all day and all of the 
night in the mid-60s. 

Led by a boisterous 
American expatriate 
(Philip Seymour Hoff¬ 
man), the ragtag group 
decides to play on even af¬ 
ter the British govern¬ 
ment calls a moratorium 
on the unregulated trans¬ 
missions. 

However, as fascinating 
as that true tidbit of re¬ 
cent English history may 
be, Curtis instead delivers 
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Bill Nighy stars in the Brit 
comedy Pirate Radio. 

an homage to the 1960s 
mainly focusing on the 
music and frivolity of the 
era — tossing in an over- 
the-top stuffed-suit (Ken¬ 
neth Branagh) and lots of 
free-love antics that will 
tonally make you seasick. 

In that sense, Pirate Ra¬ 
dio doesn’t broadcast 
much in the way of a co¬ 
hesive story but instead 
delivers a series of ran¬ 
dom subplots, buddy mo¬ 
ments and groovy retro 
tracks by the likes of The 
Turtles and The Kinks. 

However, with its re- 
edited cut and an undeni¬ 
ably talented cast that is 
clearly having fun them¬ 
selves, Pirate Radio stays 
afloat just long enough to 
keep from sinking alto¬ 
gether.

Nerd rock with an attitude 


Weezer frontman's quirky 
creativity wins over fans

If there’s one thing you 
can’t criticize Weezer for, 
it’s playing too long. Most 
of the band’s albums clock 
in around 33 minutes, in¬ 
cluding the group’s latest 
Ratitude. But that’s not 
short enough for frontman 
Rivers Cuomo. 

“We’re going to put out 
albums more frequently, 
and they might be short¬ 
er,” he says on the phone 
from his L.A. studio. “I 
don’t feel like I need 12 
song epics anymore — I 
want my music in smaller 
doses.” 

Ratitude, the group’s 
seventh record, isn’t the 
band’s most succinct disc 
— that title goes to 2001’s 
28 minute Green Album — 
but it is Cuomo’s quickest 
record since then. With 10 
songs it moves speedily 
along, which is just how 
the Harvard educated 


singer-songwriter wants it. 

“I’m going by how I lis¬ 
ten to music and what I 
want as a music fan,” he 
explains. “After six songs 
you say this was really sat¬ 
isfying. Eight songs is cool, 
but that’s enough. Then 
there’s another song. At 
that point I have to 
switch.” 

Of course, if you’re going 
to write an eight or 10 
song record, all the tunes 
have to be good. And that 
could be a challenge. Rati¬ 
tude isn’t the band’s great¬ 
est record — Weezer’s Blue 
Album and Pinkerton are 
still better than his more 
recent work. Its juvenile 
lyrics don’t do the disc any 
favours — the song Girl 
Got Hot is a silly track 
about a homely girl who 
turned hot — while musi¬ 
cally some of the songs 
lack the complexity of ear¬ 
lier work. 

If he scrapped two or 
three of the mediocre 
tunes, maybe Cuomo 


would have a strong, short 
disc. (If You’re Wondering 
If I Want You To) I Want 
You To, the album’s title 
track, is an infectious pow¬ 


er pop tune that fits nicely 
along side Hash Pipe or 
any of his stronger songs 
from the last eight years. 

Despite some of the less 


memorable tracks, Cuomo 
still has that quirky cre¬ 
ativity that won over fans 
in the first place. That’s ev¬ 
ident on the song Can’t

Rivers Cuomo 

Stop Partying, with Lil 
Wayne. It’s a bizarre tune, 
especially Wayne’s slug¬ 
gish rap, but thanks to the 
genre bending, it’s one of 
the more thought-provok¬ 
ing songs here. “Working 
with Lil Wayne wasn’t 
weird to me,” he says. “The 
moment I heard him do it, 
I wrote down every word, 
memorized it and would 
rap it to myself.” 

Maybe Weezer won’t just 
shorten records in the fu¬ 
ture — the band could 
change direction all to¬ 
gether. A hip-hop album 
perhaps? “I’d never do a 
rap album,” Cuomo says. “I 
love rap, but I love melody 
too.”

ast Friday, I 
chanced upon an 
op-ed piece in the 
Toronto Star under 
_the headline Copy¬ 
right Reform Must Protect 
Rights of Canadian Artists. 

If your eyes didn’t glaze 
over at the phrase “copy¬ 
right reform,” read on. 

Three Canadian songwrit¬ 
ers, Amy Sky, Marc Jordan 
and Marie Denise Pelletier, 
made a plea. Here’s the gist: 
Canadian performers need 
to be fairly 
compen¬ 
sated 
when 
their work 
is copied 
and used. 

Things go 
off the 
rails when 
they start 
quoting 
bumpf from Savethelevy.ca, 
a website exhorting that 
Canadians be taxed in new 
and innovative ways for the 
privilege of copying music 
for personal use. 

This is not new. In 1997, a 
levy was applied to record¬ 
able media (blank cassettes, 
CD-Rs and Mini-Discs) to 
compensate artists for this 
private copying. This is why 
a spindle of blank CDs costs 
exponentially more in 
Canada than in the U.S. 
Since then, more than $150 
million has been collected 
and distributed to over 
97,000 songwriters, com¬ 
posers, recording artists and 
other rights holders — and 
here’s the best part —“most 
of whom would not be able 
to continue their careers 
without this revenue.” 

Legal blogger Howard 
Knopf pointed out the 
ridiculousness of this claim 
back in September. Divide 
$150 million by 97,000 and 
the average payout per 
rights holder has been 
about $130 PER YEAR. Sub¬ 
tract the $22 million that 
went to lawyers, auditors, 
administration and lobby¬ 
ists and the actual number 
is even lower. 

The Save the Levy people 
rightly point out that al¬ 
most no one makes cassette 
mixtapes anymore and peo¬ 
ple are burning fewer CDs 
than in 1997. Therefore, it’s 
time to tax new things.

Like what? Well, any kind 
of portable music device to 
start. Calls for an “iPod tax” 
are back. How much? I’ve 
seen proposals asking for 
up to $75 per device. In oth¬ 
er words, they want con¬ 
sumers to pay twice: Once 
with the levy and once for 
the CD or the download, 
even if you download that 
music file directly to your 
iPod. 

And why stop there? 
What about hard drives and 
USB keys? Don’t use them 
for storing music? Too bad. 

Don’t get me wrong. Our 
copyright laws desperately 
need to change with the 
times if we’re 
going to 
protect 
artists 
and in¬ 
tellectual 
property. 
But music 
fans and con¬ 
sumers need 
to watch what’s 
being proposed, 
too.

Known for their primal, 
serpentine post-punlc 
sound and unparalleled 
gigs led by the unhinged 
behaviour of inimitable 
(and sometimes naked) 
frontman David Yow, the 
Lollapalooza generation 
gets to revisit its most 
volatile act once again. 

Denison says being in 
The Jesus Lizard now, ten 
years after they called it 
quits, is in some ways even 
better than before. “Every¬ 
thing that I always liked 
about playing with the 
band is still there, like the 
momentum, the intensity 
and all that good stuff. Plus, 


there was always pressure 
in the old days: you’ve got 
an album out and you want 
to play well so you can 
come back. Now we don’t 
think about that stuff. And 
the money’s good, so it’s 
just less of a grind than it 
used to be. If anything it’s 
been more enjoyable.” 

To coincide with the re¬ 
union, the band’s former la¬ 
bel Touch and Go has reis¬ 


sued the first four The Jesus 
Lizard LPs, which helped 
justify hitting the road once 
again. “The reissues just 
kind of happened to fall in¬ 
to the same time period,” 
Denison says. “The reissues 
were (Touch and Go’s) idea, 
and to remaster it and put 
goodies like photos, liner 
notes, bonus tracks, into it 
that weren’t there before.”

though. A band with as 
much cult appeal as The Je¬ 
sus Lizard can’t come back 
from the dead without any 
sort of promise about what 
the future holds.

“One of the reasons this 
is going so well is because 
it’s our reunion but also 
kind of our last go around, 
the last chance to see us. 
There’s always a part of me 
that wants to leave the door 
open because everyone’s 
having a good time togeth¬ 
er, so who knows, maybe 
we’ll record something or 
do a special show.

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Something not right in Springfield? 

Behind-the-scenes Simpsons book questions the Matt Groening creative-genius legend 


In the world of The Simp¬ 
sons, politicians are sleazy 
crooks, teachers are 
dispassionate drones and 
police officers are comical¬ 
ly incompetent. 

During the ongoing run 
of more than 20 years on 
the air, the creators of the 
Simpson clan have created 
an empire out of collective¬ 
ly mocking authority and 
poking a finger in the eye 
of the establishment. 

But when Toronto native 
John Ortved began investi¬ 
gating the behind-the- 
scenes history of the show 
for his book, The Simpsons: 
An Uncensored, Unautho¬ 
rized History, the longtime 
fan came to realize that 
The Simpsons has become 
a tightly guarded, rigid es¬ 
tablishment of its own. 


“(Simpsons producer) 
James L. Brooks drafted a 
letter to everybody who 
had worked on The Simp¬ 
sons ever — everyone who 
was working on the show 
and everyone who had 
worked on the show — 
asking them not to speak 
to me,” Ortved told The 
Canadian Press in an inter¬ 
view at his parents’ home 
in Toronto. 

“They did make it quite 
hard for me.” 

Yet over the objections 
of Brooks and series cre¬ 
ator Matt Groening, Ortved 
was able to gather more 
than 80 interviews for an 
expansive history of the 
longest-running sitcom of 
all time. 

Groening has long been 
considered the creative ge¬ 


nius behind The Simpsons, 
its ubiquitous titular fami¬ 
ly, the wacky denizens of 
Springfield who orbit 
them, and the pointed, 
rapid-fire social satire that 
is the show's stock in 
trade. 

But one of the central 
revelations of Ortved’s 
book is just how erroneous 
that assump¬ 
tion is. 

“If there’s a 
controversial 
element to the 
book, it’s

and

much credit over the past 
20 years,” Ortved said. 

In fact, Ortved argues, 
the show’s tremendous 
success happened because 
of a conglomerate of tal¬ 
ented creators.

4 tbsp (60 ml) pesto
